The House by a narrow majority 
of isixteen. ha- passe d a resolution 
extending the so-called “ war tax" 
for another y ear. 
The action was 
expected and even imperative, p r o­ 
vided the Democrats are determined

But between, the Central Powers and 
the Allies there has been no decisive 
battle, no deciding campaign. 


Both sides await with equal con- 


fidence, and determination this con- 
test. Whether it will foe fought or 
avoided, no one 'knows. Events will 
decide. The fate of Belgium depends 
upon the outcome. If the war is a 
draw,-Belgium's future will depend 
upon the peace terms. 


Peace tod'ay depends upon the 


solution «f the Belgian Question. Un- 
til England and,Germany come,to an 
understanding on Belgium's futurs, 
the war will continue. These state-

dent Henry and Engineer Krug said: 


A viaduct approximately 3,000 


feet long, crossing the C. H. and D. 
and ^B. and O. Railroad tracks at 
Queen City avenue was suggested to 
Chief Engineer Frank Krag yester- 
day as a proper connection with the 
Rapid Transit system to bring in the 
cars of the proposed Indiana tra'e- 
tion line from Indianapolis.' The 
suggestion was made iby Charles L. 
Henry, promoter of the prop9sed line, 
who conferred with Krng. 


Henry-stated that, his company 


will pay rental to the city for the use 
of the viaduct, and because of the 
financial limitations placed npbn the 
construction of the Rapid' Transit 
system offered to pay $100,000 ad- 
vance rental. 


Henry suggested that if this via- 


duct is used for all purposes the rail- 
roads, under the grade elimination 
law, could he made to pay 05 per 
cent of its cost. 
, 


In this event, he said,, a Special 


track could 1>e laid for the exclusive 
use of the traction, line. A viaduct 
of that size,' it was estimated, would 
cost $600,000. If a simple trestle is 
jnilt to bring in'the traction line'its 
cost, it was thought, would not ex- 
ceed greatly the amount Henry offer- 
ed in advance as rental; 


Henry informed Krug that _ the 


city would be in a better position .to 
build the viaduct ftan his'eomganyj 
since the law gives municipalities 
certain privileges <>f condemnation 
which private corporations do ' not 
enjoy. 


Henry stated that he will toe ready 


within a short tune to let the' con- 
tracts for the building of his road, 
and that he expects work to begin 
early next spring. 


"A great deal depends upon ^vhat 
lincinnati will do with regard to its 
>rojeeted rapid transit system," he 
said.
